NOTE: The original IGI has only 194 entries for the precise name of RUTTON most of which are in 
Kent. There are 62 entries for the precise name of RUTTEN most of which are after 1750 and 
spread all over England. It does then seem likely that, prior to 1750, all or most english Ruttons will 
be descendants of Mathias Rutton ALIAS Tyce of London St Botolph Aldgate brewer c1532-1603 
progenitor of the family in England. 


NOTE: William Boys seems to have constructed the first pedigree of the Rutton family published in 
1792 in his COLLECTIONS FOR AN HISTORY OF SANDWICH (at page 273) [see inside rear cover] 
which is correct in the later generations but confuses the children of Mathias Rutton ALIAS Tyce of 
London St Botolph Aldgate brewer c1557-?1603 and his brother Abraham Rutton (Mayor of 
Sandwich, Kent) c1566-1608. In 1830 William Berry published his PEDIGREES OF THE FAMILIES 
OF KENT and his pedigree (at page 184) perpetutates the mistakes made by Boys. 


NOTE: The christian name Mat(t)hias {Dutch, Matthijs} has a pet form Thijs or Theis which is 
almost certainly the source of the surname or alias of Tyce. In the early 16C surnames in the 
Holland region were not settled as in England and a man called Mathias might have a son called 
Isaac (son of) Mathias. Incidentally the names Theissen, Tyson etc derive in this manner (i.e. son of 
Theis).

Near the Market Place is a large house which in Hasted's day was the residence of Dr. Isaac 
Rutton, a physician of long and extensive practice in the town and neighbourhood, being the eldest 
son of Matthias Rutton, Esq., of Ashford, by Sarah, daughter of Sir Nicolas Toke, of Godinton. Dr. 
Rutton died in 1792. Since that time the house has been divided into two, one of which is now 
occupied by J. T. Startup, Esq., and the other by Mr. F. Hyland. [LATER NOTE] On further enquiry, 
I find that Iam mistakenn in speaking of the house now occupied by Messrs. Startup and Hyland, 
and which about thirty years ago was the property of Mr. Henry Loftie Rutton, as having belonged 
to Dr. Rutton. The Doctor's residence was what is now the Ashford Bank, where his coat of arms 
may still be seen in one of the windows. 


The founder member of what Mr Harvey calls the Seasalter Company was Dr Isaac Rutton of 
Ashford, who leased Seasalter Parsonage Farm in 1740. At this stage the contraband was brought 
ashore beside the Blue Anchor Inn and stored at local farms if necessary. Pink Farm in Seasalter 
Lane was one of these, and when it was demolished in 1953, a secret room was discovered behind a 
door disguised as a cupboard, also accessible by a shaft from a windowless room above. There were 
later stories of ditches temporarily filled with tubs, and haystacks which suddenly doubled in size 
and reeked of tobacco. The pack horse convoys headed for Blue House Farm on the North Downs 
above Lenham, and the road to London. They used the old byways south of the present main road 
(A229), and continued up Brogdale Road and through White Hill. To ensure safe passage, Dr Rutton 
installed his eldest son first at White Hill and then at Chapel House, Ospringe (which stood above a 
spacious crypt). His other son was vicar of a local parish. The need to bring horses to fresh marsh 
pastures masked the necessary movement of pack animals, and it would have been an easy matter 
for contraband to be picked up at Lenham and taken on towards London. Dr Rutton, his sons and 
associates all benefited handsomely from their unspecified activities at Seasalter, as the company 
continued trading through the 18th century, but it was Mr William Baldock who reaped the richest 
rewards. He began life in extremely modest circumstances, looking after cows. From builder's 
labourer he graduated to managing a Whitstable inn, and then to owning a sailing vessel. By 1776, 
he was advertising the services of two ships which regularly sailed from Whitstable to London and 
back, and he soon began buying and renting out land. By 1792, he was living in Canterbury in some 
style, as a Justice of the Peace and owner of St Dunstan's Brewery. At this point Dr Rutton died, and 
his sons assigned the unexpired lease of Seasalter Parsonage Farm to William Baldock. The 
changes he brought to the organisation deserve further consideration later; at this stage it is 
appropriate to report that when he died in 1812, this erstwhile cowherd had amassed 1,100,000 
pounds. 


Further along the coast, Seasalter was home to a highly secretive group. The Seasalter Company, 
as it became known, was founded by Dr Isaac Rutton from Ashford. He, and his successors, leased 
Seasalter Parsonage Farm in the quiet fishing village in 1740. Contraband was landed near the 
Blue Anchor Inn and stored at local farms before being taken along the North Downs via Lenham, 
White Hill and Ospringe. The organisation of Seasalter Company was extremely complex to prevent 
detection. It was also successful. One associate, William Baldock, who held the lease at Parsonage 
Farm for a while, died with a fortune of well over £1 million. He was safeguarded by the fact that 
the local Riding Officer was also his nephew. The Seasalter Company was one of the few that 
managed to reach an ‘'accommodation' with the Coastguard service when they took over 
enforcement from the Coastal Blockade in 1831, and they continued to operate under the 
leadership of William Hyder. A mile to the west of the Blue Anchor the Old Coastguard Cottage is 
the former Coast Blockade Watch House, which overlooked the shore before the current sea 
defences were built.

the joint lives of her and her husband, which has been duly paid to her ; and that the promises in 
the declaration were made subsequent to the separation of her and her husband. The defendant has 
rejoined, admitting the separation between the defendant and her husband before the promises &c, 
and stating the deed mentioned in the replication as being a deed of articles of agreement made 
between the said Isaac Rutton and herself of the one part and Thomas Rutton of the other, whereby 
it was provided that the separate maintenance should be paid for such time only as the defendant 
should suffer the said Isaac Rutton to live separate and apart from her, and the defendant should 


maintain a chaste due and becoming conduct, and should support and keep Mary Rutton and 
Elizabeth Rutton their two youngest children without any other charge or incumbrance to the said 
Isaac Rutton. [NOTE: Although Isaac Rutton is said to be "still alive" I think this must relate to a 
time when the original law case was commenced. The names of the children etc make it almost 
certain this relates to Isaac Rutton and Mary Wood.

He was a son of an Ashford gentleman, Mr. Isaac 
Rutton, who had matriculated at University College, Oxford, in 1729, at the age of 17, and who died 
in 1792. Mr. Matthias Rutton went late to Oxford; he was 27 years of age, when he matriculated 
from St. Alban's Hall on the 24th of November 1775. When he left Oxford he was ordained by 
Archbishop Cornwallis; and he became Curate of Selling in January 1778, serving there as Curate 
first for the Rev. Henry Thompson, and then for the Rev. Bichard Halke (who was also Vicar of 
Faversham) until 1805, when Mr. Halke succeeded Mr. Thompson in the benefices of Badlesmere 
and Leaveland, and Mr. Rutton became Vicar of Selling. Mr. Rutton acted also as Curate for Mr. 
Symonds at Sheldwich from 1778 to 1781, when he succeeded to this benefice. Two years later he 
obtained also the Rectory of Cooling. He was likewise one of the Six Preachers of Canterbury 
Cathedral and Chaplain to Lewis Thomas, second Baron Sondes (who died in 1806), and to his son 
Lewis Richard, third Baron Sondes. Mr. Rutton married Margaret, daughter of William Loftie of 
Canterbury, surgeon, she died in 1800, aged 40, and is buried in a vault beneath the vestry on the 
north side of the chancel of Sheldwich Church. Beside her lies her brother, Captain Wm. Hy. Loftie. 
In the same vault lies Vicar Rutton himself. He was buried on the 13th of June 1818, aged sixty- 
nine. Where Mr. Rutton resided is not certain, but he hired the Vicarage-house at Throwley, which 
was then very small, little better than a cottage.

Having solved the mystery of his rebellious great great grandfather, Jeremy [Irons] decided to 
investigate his Irish heritage.

Died 12 September 
1683] was of New Romney, and Chamberlain (or Treasurer) to the Corporation of that town in 
1670-71. As he served the King at Sandgate Castle, so had his father Thomas Rutton served the 
Parliament in 1642, for the lists edited by Mr Peacock name him as a Lieutenant in the regiment of 
Sir William Fairfax. Further it may be said, if the writer's interest in his kindred be excused, the 
Sandgate officer was grandson of Isaac Rutton whose gravestone is in the nave of Rochester 
Cathedral, and great-grandson of Abraham Rutten, Mayor of Sandwich in 1608, whose small 
Jacobean monument is on the north wall of the chancel of St. Mary's. This Lieutenant may have 
died at Sandgate, and not at New Romney, where was his house, as he was buried in Hythe Church 
14 September 1688; the hatchment on the west wall of the north transept had marked his grave for 
nearly two centuries, when it was displaced at the restoration of the transept in 1875; it is now in 
the room over the porch. [It differs from ordinary hatchments only in having a memorial inscription 
on a label under the shield, which shows Per fess or and azure, three unicorns' heads couped and 
counterchanged two and one. Above the shield — liberally mantled — on an esquire's helmet is the 
crest, An unicorn's head couped, per fess or and azure. The inscription reads: " Against this place 
lyes buried the body of Isacke Rutton gen' livetennant of Sandgate Castle: 1683." As a memorial of 
the lieutenant the value of the hatchment maybe small, hut as a reminiscence of the Castle, the 
destruction of which is only too probable, it may be thought to claim preservation. My offer, 
however, to have it cleaned and varnished, in view of replacement in the church, over-against the 
grave, has been declined.] Isaac Rutton in his will dated two days before his burial, therefore 
probably on the day of his death, bequeaths his "household goods now at Sandgate Castle" to one of 
his daughters. [William Loftie Rutton SANDGATE CASTLE in Kent Archaeological Journal XXI 
(1895) page 258]

decease I give and bequeath my dwelling house knowne by the signe of the George in New 
Romney aforesaid with the brewing vessells and leaden cesterne as they now stand unto Thomas 
Rutton my sonne his heires and assignes forever Item I give and bequeath unto Isaac my sonne 
all that my messuages and tenement and eleaven acres of land in Kennarton [Kenardington] 
aforesaid now in the occupation of Thomas Myncke to be had and holden unto my said sonne Issac 
his heires and assignes forever from and after my said wifes decease Item I give and bequeath all 
that my tenement in Romney aforesaid now in the occupation of Stephen Jordan from and after 
my said wifes decease unto Elizabeth my daughter her heires and assignes forever Item I will and 
bequeath unto Mary my daughter all that my part and purpart that is to say two thirds parts of all 
that my Tenement and five acres of lands with the appurtenances now in the occupation of John 
Haxby to have and to hold unto my said daughter Mary her heires and assignes forever immediately 
from and after my said wifes decease Item as to the moyety of four acres of meadow land in Wye 
and one sixth part of three acres of meadow land in Wye aforesaid now in the occupation of Thomas 
Sutton & Mr Thomas Marshall or their assignes I will and bequeath the same (from and after my 
said wifes decease) unto my said sonne Thomas his heires and assignes forever And my minde and 
will is that my said sonne Thomas shall pay out and satisfy unto Rebecca my daughter out of the 
lands and tenements before bequeathed unto him the sum of fifty pounds and for non payment 
thereof it shall and may be lawfull for my said daughter Rebecka to enter & distraine and the 
distresse and distresses there to be had & taken from thence to lead beare and drive away and the 
same to withhold and keepe untill the said summe of fiftie pounds shalbe fully satisfyed contented 


& paid Item I give and bequeath unto my daughter Ellen all those my household goods now at 
Sandgate Castle Item I give and bequeath unto the child which my wife now goes with the sum of 
fiftie pounds to be paid at eighteen yeares of age if a daughter and one and twenty years of age it it 
be a sonne Item my minde and will is that my sonne Isaac shall pay and allow out of the lands 
before bequeathed unto him the sum of twenty pounds towards making up my said daughters or 
childrens portions fiftie pounds apeece and that if any of my said daughters shall dye before they 
shall receive the benefit of this my will then the portion or legacy given to her or them as aforesaid 
to be equally divided amongst my surviving daughters and child my wife goes of as aforesaid All the 
residue of my goods & chattells whatsoever after my debts paid and my funerall expences with the 
probate of this my last will and testament discharged I will devise and bequeath unto my said 
loveing wife And I make and ordaine and appoint my said wife and John Marshall Esq & now Maior 
of New Romney aforesaid and James Pashley of the towne and port of Hithe to be executors of this 
my last will and testament And i doe hereby revoke and make void all former wills In witness 
whereof to the first sheete of this my will I have sett my hand and to this second and last sheete 
thereof I have sett and put my hand and seale the day and yeare first within written Isaac Rutton 
his marke Signed sealed published and declared by the said Isaac Rutton to be his last will and 
testament in the presence of Nicholas Ingham Anne Ingham her marke Margaret Barnsley her 
marke Tho: Tournay.

Isaac Rutton, the issuer, was the son of Isaac 
Rutton, Lieutenant of Sandown Castle, near Deal, and great-grandson of Abraham Rutton, citizen 
and brewer, of London ; he was born in 1567, and married in 1586, Susannah Van Lent, of 
Sandwich, and afterwards came to that town, and brewed for the navy. He died during his 
mayoralty, in 1608, possessed of several estates in London and elsewhere.

[TOKEN] No. 12.—" Isaac Rutton at ye Georg," St. George and the Dragon, "in New Rumney in 
Kent his half peny." "1739, March 31st. I removed from yw Geo. yard to ye new school house" is in 
the New Romney diary. The " George" was certainly then a tavern, but when its sign was taken 
down, and it became a private house, is not known. Isaac Rutton, the issuer, was the son of Isaac 
Rutton, Lieutenant of Sandown Castle, near Deal, and great-grandson of Abraham Rutton, citizen 
and brewer, of London ; he was born in 1567, and married in 1586, Susannah Van Lent, of 
Sandwich, and afterwards came to that town, and brewed for the navy. He died during his 
mayoralty, in 1608, possessed of several estates in London and elsewhere.
